If 
they came onto the battlefield they 
would not expect us to stop firing, 
would they? Why should they expect 
any greater protection when they en- 
ter the war zone at sea? 

“Don't ever forget,” he went on, “a 
bullet from & pistol would be enough 
to sink one of our U-boats, How can
